EVERY member of the Troop (whether Officer or Private) absenting himself 
on any day of exercise, to send a note to the Commanding Officer, expressing 
a reason of his absence; which note 1s, on the following day of exercise, to be 
submitted to the consideration of a committee of the Troop, consisting of one 
Commissioned Officer, and six Non- commissioned Officers and Privates, or Privates 
only, as the case may happen, to be ballotted for by the Troop, on every muster- 
day; and if such committee shall determine such reason to be frivolous or insuf. 
ficient, the member absenting himself shall forfeit, if a Commissioned Officer, the 
sum of ten shillings and six-pence, and if a Non-commissioned Officer, or Private, 


the sum of five shillings. 


EVERY member absenting 3 on any day of exercise, and not sending a 
note as above, to the Commanding Officer, shall forfeit ten shillings and six-pence, 
or five shillings, as the case may be, without any reference to a committee; ex- 
cept in the case of sudden illness, to be certified under the hand of some me- 
dical gentleman. 


ANY member absenting himself at three successive days of exercise, without 
giving a sufficient reason for the same, to the committee, to be discharged from 
the Troop. 


THE forfeitures to be paid by each member, previous to his; joining the Troop, 
to Mr. John Clarke, one of the Serjeants, on the day of exercise, after they are 
incurrred; and to be spent on some day in the year, to be appointed for that 
purpose.
